OnicAGO, Oct. 19.— George M. Pull- 
man died suddenly of heart disease at 5 
o'clock this morning, at his home, corner 
of Prairie avenue and ISth street. He 
had retired last evening at the usual 
early hour, and was apparently in his 
ordinary health. At the town of Full- 
man no word was heard of hia deatii 
until the toilers in the huge car works 
and kindred establishments lind begun 
the daily routine. Immediately, how- 
over, preparations were made to close 
the big shops. 

Mr. Pullman had been complaining 
during the last three or four days of hot 
weather of feeling rather uncomfortable. 
After leaving £be office at 5 p.m. he re- 
mained at hia residence all evening. 
About 4 :30 o'clock this morning he 
awoke, called his body servant to his 
bedside, and spoke again of feeling un- 
comfortable. He iinally requested that 
the family physician, I)r. Billings, be 
sent for. In the meantime, liearing 
through the servants of Mr. Pullman's 
indiapoeition, Rev. Dr. Chas. H. Eaton, 
of New York, an intimate friend of the 
Pullman family, who was visitine at 
their home, went into the sick man's 
bedchamber. Mr. Pullman rapidly grew 
worse, and a second moasage was sent to 
Dr. Billings, but before lie reached the 
house Mr. Pullman had died. 

George Mortimer Pullman was born 
in Cbautaqua county. New York, March 
3, 1831. In 1859 he remodelled two old 
daycoacbeaof the Chicago and Alton 
road into sleeping cars, which at once 
found favor and established a demand 
for improved travelling accommodation. 
The Pullman Palace Car Company, of 
which he was president, was organized 
in 1SG7; and it now operates about 2,000 
cars on more than 100,000 miles of rail- 
way. In 1880 he founded near Chicago 
the industrial town of Pullman, whicli 
now contains over 11,000 inhabitants, 
),000 of whom are emjjloyed in the com- 
pany's shops. 

Mr. Pullman's death all'ected the Chi- 
cago stock market (inite appreciably. 
Ho was said to have been a heavy holder 
of both Diamond Match and New York 
Biscuit securities, two of the most active 
Btocka listed on the local exchange. The 
announcement of his death when posted 
on the bulletin board cauBed a break in 
the latter stock. 

Besides leaving a vacancy in the Pull- 
man Oar directorate, hie death similarly 
aflectB the board of directors of the Chi- 
cago Telephone Company. Ho was 
represented on the Now York Biscuit 
and Diamond Match board by .his son- 
in-law, I'lrank Louden. It is believed 
that General Horai;e Portur, ainbaaeador 
to France, will succeed Mr. I'ullman as 
preaident of the Pullman J'ulace Car 
Company. The value of Mr. Pullman's 
estate ia estimated as being between 
$:ir),0il0,000 and .$50,000,000. He was 
undoubtedly one of the richest men in 
the United States.

THE PHILIPPINES. 

Handsome Concessions Asked by the Na- 
tives as Terms of Peace. 

Madrid, Oct. 19.— El Correo Espanol 
aaaerta that It has received information 
from a trustworthy aource that General 
de Rivera, the governor-general of the 
Philippine iBlanda, is negotiating for 
peace with Emilo Aguinaldo, the insur- 
gent leader. The insurgents, according 
to this authority, demand as conditions 
of peace complete amnesty to all who 
have tfiken part in the rebellion, the pay- 
ment of three million pesetas to Agui- 
naldo and the other insurgent chiefs, the 
expulsion of all religious bodies from the 
archipelago, the representation of the 
Philippine Islands in the Spanish cortes, 
and the permanent appointment of na- 
tives to half of the civil ofbcea of the ar- 
chipelago. 

POWERS POLICE THE8SALY. 

A Move to Protect the Fngitives Now Re- 
turning to Their Homes. 

Berlin, Oct. 19.— The Frankfurter 
^eitung publiahea a special dispatch 
from its correspondent in Gonatantino- 
ple saying that Great Britain, Russia 
and Germany are sending members of 
their respective embaaaies to Thesaaly 
to check atrocities. Thia action is taken 
especially in view of the return of the 
fugitives to Thessaly in consetjuence of 
the conclusion of peace. 

THE LOST " TRITON." 

Three More Survivors From This Unfortu- 
nate Spanish Vessel. 

Havana, Oct. 19. — Three additional 
survivors of the wreck of the coasting 
steamer Triton, which went aahore be 
tween Dominica and Mariel, on the 
north coast of the Province of Pinar del 
Rio, on Saturday morning last, have ar- 
rived here. The scene among the men, 
women and children when the steamer 
went ashore the survivora state was ter- 
rible. When the Triton fonndered there 
were 230 persons, passengers and crew, 
aboard of her, but BO far only 49 have 
been heard from.

GALES OFF LABRADOR. 

Montreal Ship Caught in One of the Worst 
on Record- Six Cralt Sunk. 

St. Joii.n-'s, Nfld., Oct. 1",).— The Brit- 
ish steamer Bona Vista, Captain Fraser, 
from Montreal, arrived here to-day 
after the worst passage in her record. 
When off St. Pierre she encountered a 
terrible hurricane. Her chains broke 
and the ship was left in the trough of 
the sea. Heavy waves swept the deck, 
killing four cattle and washing her deck- 
load overboard. Four hours later the 
cliains broke again and once more her 
decks were swept by mountainous 
waves. Finally the captain resorted to 
oil bags. The gale was undoubtedly the 
worst known along the coast in several 
years. Six vessels have been sunk oil 
Labiador and five lives lost.

Ottawa, Oct. 19.— In the Supreme 
court to-day the case of the Union 
Colliery Company vs. the Attorney- 
General of British Columbia, was taken 
up for hearing, on motion to quash the 
appeal for want of juriadiction, on the 
ground that the opinion or deciaion of 
the court l}eIow is not a final jtidgment 
or conclnsive decision ansceptible of ap- 
peal under the Supreme court act. The 
case had arisen out of a reference by the 
government of British Columbia for an 
opinion of the Supreme court of the pro- 
vince as to the constitutionality of the 
coal mining regulations by which China- 
men were forbidden to be employed be- 
low ground. Mr. Robinson instructed 
by Drake, Jackson i& Helmcken, of Vic- 
toria, on behalf of the New Vancouver 
Coal Company, moved to quash tho 
appeal, Mr. Hogg contra. On 
the merits the interested parties were 
represented aa follows: Mr. Hogg, Q.O., 
for the Union Colliery Co. ; Mr. Robin- 
son for the New Vancouver Goal Mining 
Co. ; Mr. McCarthy for British Oolam- 
bia, and Mr. Mclnnea for the Miners 
and Mine Laborers' Protective. ABBocia- 
tion. On conelnsion of the arguments 
upon the motion the court decided 
unanimously to quash the appeal with- 
out costs. There was consequently no 
hearing upon the merits of the case.

"Is it the intention of the C. P. E. 
to have a line of steamahipa running 
from Vancouver in connection with the 
Klondyke trade?" asked the reporter.

CONNECTION WITH HOSSLAND. 

"You went through the Kootenay; 
can you tell me your plans regarding 
EoBsland?" 

" We are going to build into Rossland. 
The road will be commenced almost im- 
mediately as soon aa our plana are ap- 
proved at Ottawa."

R. any 
connection with these gentlemen?" 

" We have nothing to do with them

own line between Robson and the Eraser 
valley whatever anybody else may do. 
Juat when it will be done I cannot say 
at thia time." 

"Then you will go throuf^h the Buim- 
dary Creek country?" 

" The line from Robson to Hope must 
pass tbrongh the Boundary Greek coun- 
try," paid Sir William. 

THE VICTORIA-VAXCOUVKIt SICHVICE. 

" An impression was left here iifter 
Mr. Shaughnesey's visit that the G. P. 
B. miglit put on a line of steamers 
between Vancouver and Victoria. Is 
that BO?" 

" We have not thought of doing any- 
thing in that direction. We built a boat 
two or three yeara ago especially for the 
Vancouver and Victoria trade, but the 
Victoria interests objected to it, and we 
sold the boat and made a new contract 
with the present company." 

" For a term of yeara?" 

" The contract was for a term of years, 
but for how long a term I do not remem 
k ber," 



NO VANCOUVER AKGHBISHOP. 

A Recent Rumor of CtaaiiKes In Anglican 
Church Government Without 
Foundation. 

Vancouvkk, Oct. 19.— (Special)— A 
siatement recently appeared in the 
Church Record, a monthly magazine de- 
voted to the general interests of the 
Anglican church in British Columbia, 
which caused no little annoyance in 
Xew Westminster and eimultaneounly 
attracted much notice in Church of Eng- 
land and other circles in Vancouver. 
The statement was to the effect that 
Bishop Dart of New Westminster had 
decided to make Christ church, Vancou- 
ver, the cathedral and Vancouver the 
aeo cilyof his dioceao,in substitution lor 
the " old-timers' " pro-cathedral church 
of Holy Trinity, Xow Weatniinater, and 
that city respectively. Tlio editor added 
that ellbrta would likely be made to 
change the see title to " Vancouver 
from " New Westminster," and that it 
WHS also contemplated to constitute 
British Columbia an eccleeinetical pro 
viiice, urwhicli case there might soon be 
an "Archbishop of Vancouver." 

Ab the statements appeared in a pape 
edited by a leading clerical official of the 
New Westminster diocese, much credit 
was given to them in many quarters 
though the suggested changes would 
asBuredly rouse much controversy 
Biahop Dart has, however, stated that 
he has no intention of taking any such 
action as suggested and that the' whole 
of the report, including the autrsjestion 
of a British Columbia Anglican archbish- 
opric, is not only unauthorized, but also 
(luite unfounded. It ia, moreover, an 
open secret that the Rt. Rev. Dr. Rid- 
ley, Bishop of Caledonia, ia averse to 
any closer ecclesiastical union of the 
three Anglican dioceaeg of B. C, and 
without Ins assent, as Bishop of 
Northern B. C, uo steps in that direc- 
tion can be taken. 



KILLED IN INDIA. 

Daily LO%sen ol the British Troops in Pur- 
suit of KebelHous Natives. 

SiJiLA, Oct. 19.— Two squadrons of the 
Ninth Bengal Lancers fell into an am- 
buscade yesterday in the hills between 
Bara and Maminni. A native ofHcer 
and fourteen Sowara wore killed, seven 
Sowara wounded and twenty-Eeven hor- 
ses killed. 

In the fighting" yesterday between a 
brigade of troops commanded by General 
Sir Yeatman-Biggs and insurgent tribes- 
men from Obagru, on Samana range, 
Major Denninga Bramley and two pri- 
vates of the Gordon Highlanders were 
killed. Lieut. Pearse and fourteen pri- 
vates of the King's Own Borderers were 
wounded, and seven native Sowara and 
seventy-live snldiera killed. The loss of 
the enemy ia severe. 

The Salarzaia have surrendered 157 
guns, and the Mahmuuds have com- 
pleted their submission to the British 
autlioritiea, and promised to be loyal in 
the future.

Wlnnlpez SuRgests That Toronto's $500 for 
Fire Relief Be Applied in Ontario. 

Winnipeg, Oct. 19.— (Special)— There

THAT QUEEli LABOli LAW 

Will Not After All Keep This Apprentice 
Out of the United States. 

Vancouver, Oct. 19.— (Special) — The 
case of the young lad Freeth, a Hawaiian 
immigrant to the United States, who 
was detained here last vreek by reason of 
the refusal of the IT. S. Gommisaionerof 
Immigration to issue him a certificate 
which would admit him to the Statea, 
has now had a fortunate ending, for the 
young fellow. Freeth came in by the 
Miowera on the 9th inat. In hia exam- 
ination hefore the U. .S. Commission of 
Ininiigration here he admitted that he 
waa Koing to the United .States under an 
arrangement with certain persons nam- 
ed, to learn the profeeaionof ilrantrhting, 
which he had practiced in Honolulu, antl 
waa to receive .t3 per week 
and get an increase thereon 
every six months. The commissioner, 
Mr. Rice held thia to he in contravention 
of the Alien Contract Lahor Act, hy 
Freeth'e own admiasion, and referred 
the matter to the department at Wash- 
ington. In the meantime Mr. J. W. 
McFarland, the Hawaiian consal at 
thia port, communicated with Freetb's 
friends at Philadelphia, who went to 
Washington and made such an explan- 
ation that the commisBiouer-general of 
immigration, Afr. Powderly, telegraphed 
Conimiaaioner Rice on Saturday tliat in 
view of additional evidence submitted to 
him, he had found tlie young man en- 
titled to admission to the States, and 
directed that a certificate be issued ac- 
cordingly. Freeth has therefore gone 
hia way to the Statea rejoicing. 



Atlantic Liner Ashore. 
Kingston, Jamaica, Oct. 10, — Kewa 
has been received here that the Atlantic 
lino steamer Andes, Capt. JIcKnight, is 
ashore at Ocho Rios, on the north coast 
of Jamaica. The Andes was reported as 
havinK sailed from New York on October 
2 for Port Au Prince. 

Bubonic Plague Again. 

Bombay, Oct. 19. — An outbreak of dis- 
ease BuppoBod to be the bubonic plague 
has occurred in the village of Juldur, in 
the Punjab district. Tweuty-tliree 
deaths from thia cause have already 
been rejiorted. The infection was 
brought from Hurdemar, the centi-e on 
iheUangeaof the Hindoo pilgrimages. 

Lord Mount Stephen to Marry. 

London, Oct. 19. — The Times an- 
nounces the approaching marriage of 

Lord MountStephen, formerly president 
of the Canadian Pacific, to Glan, daugh- 
ter of the late Robert Georire TuU'nell. 
Lady Stadbnl N'orth, Ihe adopted daugh- 
ter of Loril Mount Stephen, liitherto has 
been regarded aa his heir. 

Dervish Brit^ands Punished. 

Bintnini, Oct. 10. — .V patrol ot dervieh 
horsemen on Saturday last raided a vil- 
lage seven miles from here, killing 11 
men, capturing many women and chil- 
dren and cattle. A detachment of An- 
glo-Egyptian calvary, sent in pureuit, 
overtook them and routed the enemy, 
with heavy luas. The derviehos idjan- 
doned their booty and lied in the direc- 
tion of Athare. 

A Cruiser Aground. 

ScAKiM, Eiiypt, Oct. 19.— The auxili- 
ary cruiser Koatroma, belonging to the 
Rueaian volunteer fleet, ia aground off 
the Elba reef.

A TALK TO VANCOUVER. 

Sir Willi eun Says His Company Must Be 
More Lightly Taxed Before Making 
Expensive Improvements. 

V.\NCOuvEU,0ct.l9. — (Special) — Depu- 
tations from the city council and board 
of trade interviewed Sir William Van 

Home and visiting directora of the 
Canadian Pacific railway thia evening. 
Mayor Templeton introduced the alder- 
men and clerk, and Mr. Sol. Oppen- 
heiinor, vice-jireBident. the leading mem- 
hera and secretary of the board of trade, 
The mattera diacuaeed included Yukon 
Bteamahip and rail coinmiinication witli 
Vancouver; terminal depot and wharf- 
age accommodation ; the attitude of the 
C.P.R. towards the pro|)oeed ainelturand 
relinory on Harrard inlet; the recon- 
struction ot False Ureek railway bridge 
in such wise as not to hinder navigation, 
and the question of the partial exemp- 
tion of the C.P.R. 'a Vancouver property 
from civic taxation. 

Sir William Van Home confirmed the 
previously reported statement as to the 
C. P. K. providing next spring abso- 
lutely the best poseible rail, steamship 
and general connections between Van- 
couver, Victoria and the Klondyke. He 
admitted the need of further "wharfngo 
accommodation, which would bo buji- 
plied. 

As to the now terminal depot build- 
inga, he hinted that the extent of the 
action taken would bo partly dependent 
on the attitude of the city toward the 
company, the latter being now too heav- 
ily taxed, and more mulcted than in any 
other city in Canada. He held that in 
view of what the railway haa done and 
intended to do for the city there should 
be more lenient aeseasment and conse- 
quent taxation. 

As to the smelter and reSnery, the 
railway company would do all in reason 
. to assist tlie eaterprise, and lie thought 
that it was wise of the city to grant a 
bonus based on the actual output only. 
As to False Creek bridge, Sir William 
thought an expensive permanent struc- 
ture iinueceasary aa the head of the 
creek would probably be filled and re- 
claimed iu leas than ten years,, save as 
regards a central channel.

VANCOUVER. 
Vancouver, Oct. 19. — A majority of 

tbo city council are very wroth with tiie 
board of trade for recently pasBing a 
reaolutiou in favor of the grant of "a 
license to a muaio ball." The council 
Mb, therefore, passed a counter motion, 
to the effect that by the eending of 
municipal by-laws and otherwise, the 
board o! trade be shown that any citiiten 

■ can now obtain a muaic hnll licenoe. He 
cannot, however, obtain n liouor liceuae 
in connection therewith, whicli ia what 
tlio board of trade majority desire to see 
granted, though tlio recent motion failed 
to state thig. Tlio mayor and a majority 
of the present city council oppose the 
grant of a liiuior license to a music hall, 
and tlie board of trade apparently does 
not like to ask in plain language for the 
grant of suc^h a license. 

The two little children of Mr. and Mrs. 
Pegrani, of the Bank of British Colum- 
bia, Kam loops, are down with the fever, 
as are also Dr. Tunatall's nieces in that 
city. Dr. Tuuatall travelled up to Kam- 
loops on yesterday's express to satisfy 
himself as to the condition of the in- 
valids. 

One of the crew of the steamer Maude 
fell into the water at Steveston on' Fri- 
day night and was drowned. The body 
has not yet been recovered. 

When Hon. Col. Baker was hero yes- 
terday, ou his way to Victoria, lis was 
asked about the coal lands in East Koo- 
tenay. He said, according to the News- 
Advertiser: " Mr. Blackmorc, the con- 
sulting engineer for the ivootonay Coal 
Co., who tiaa been inspecting the coal 
lands, baa given a most favorable re- 
port. Works are going on there now for 
the development of the coal. We shall 
be prepared to deliver coal as soon as 
the railway is through. The price will 
be very small. I cannot say just what it 
will be yet, but it will be low." On 
making some figures, Gol. Baker stated 
that he thought they would be able to 
put coke down at Gran brook at $4.60 a 
ton and at Rossland at $6.60. The price 
of Kootenay coal at the latter place 
might be $4.50. 

GAUANO. 

Galiaso, Oct, 18. — Through the ener- 
getic action on the part of the inhabit- 
ants, aesieted by outside friends, an 

Enclieh church will shortly be built on 
Mayne Island, tenders for same having 
lieen called for and awarded. jMeBsrs. 
Cain and Gillespie are the contractors, 
and the work will be rapidly pushed 
ahead with a view to early comple- 
tion. 

Mr. Thos. Wells, of Innisfail, N.W.T., 
■who, with his family, have come to re- 
side on the Island J says that when he 
left the Northwest, October 8, there wore 
two or three inches of snow on the 
ground. He is much pleased with the 
climate of firitish Columbia. 

■ The schooner Francis, having on board 
the four Klondyke adventurers who left 
here some six weeks ago for the Yukon, 
arrived safely at Juneau the beginning 
of the month. In a letter from one of 
the party, he says their intention is to 
stay at Juneau for the winter and go 
"full speed ahead" up the Yukon as 
Boon as weather and season permits, 
addinc : " Newspapers are a rarity here. 
Tlie Colonist is eagerly grabbed up for 
news of home." 

The examination of all the land on 
Galiano island belonging to the New 
Vancouuer Coal Co. of Nanaimo, which 
comprises some !),000 acres, is now com- 
pleted and the property ia in the mar- 
ket for sale.

Two weeks ago a letter appeared in 
the Victorin Times and signed " Cowich- 
an Gap," complaining of the Indians 
banting deer with dogs on the west end 
of the island, and asking for protectit)n 
as the deer were all being driven from 
that end of the island. This method of 
exterminating game is not to be com- 
pared with tbo wholesale slaughter of 
grouse by the Indians, who hunt in a 
band together sometimes securing aa 
many as forty in a day, Tlio birds are 
taken to the nearest town and disposed 
of, the proceeds of sucli sale no tioubt 
helping to contribute to many a potlatcli 
"on the side" and in some cases lielping 
to swell some of the police court trea- 
suries.

A few dayB ago tbe Colonist received 
a number of copies of a paper printed in 
the United States and claiming a million 
Teadera. Each iBBue in the lot contained 
several articles conileimiatory oi banke, 
the languaRe employed being of the most 
incendiary character. Probably the 
claim of ttie paper as to tbe number of 
peraonB who read it is groaslv exaggerafc' 
ed ; but tbe fact remains that millions of 
copies of newspapers and millioiiB of 
pamphlets are circulated in the United 
States, one of their principal objects be 
ing to excite the people against the 
banba. Residents of Canada, except tbe 
comparatively few who get such litera' 
ture, can form no conception of the fero- 
city of tbe attacks upon tbe banks and 
bankers. They are nccueed of -with- 
boliiing money from the people; they 
are charged with creating financial pan 
icB ; llie depreciation in the value of la- 
bor and commodities is attributed to 
them ; tbey are alleged to bold control of 
tbe government oi the nation. The vio- 
lence of tbe language used in Bome of 
these diatribes and in the hai-anguee oi 
Populist orators is extreme. " There is 
only tine relief," exclainied one of the 
latter in the State of Washington, " and 
that is to get dynamite and blow tbe 

natlonil banks to Millions of 

people in the United States are being 
educated in the ideas of which the above 
expression is the logical result. Hap 
pily there is little of this sort of thing 
in Canada, but we have lately seen some 
roHgon to believe that these ialae notions 
are gaining a foothold, and it may be 
well to Bay a fen things in regard to tbe 
nature and office of banking institu 
tiona, about which there is considerable 
popular misconception. 

The popular notion of a bank is an in- 
Btiliitioii that iccfeivea money from de^ 
positors and leiula it out again, using its 
own notes when it makes ii loan. T 
is correct ae lar as it goes, but it torina a 
very small part of a bank's business. 
Hundreds of banks issue no notes, and 
it ia incorrect to euiipoBO the issue of 
jiotcs to be a necessary p;irt of banking, 
ill the United States, where all the ua- 
lii>ual banks have the right to issue 
notes, many of them do not exceed 
tbe minimum issue allowed, for the 
reason that it does not pay, PerBous 
who go to the Sound cities must have 
noticed how much gold there is in cir- 
oulation and how rarely one gets a bill 
issued by tlie^'atiunal Ijauks of Tiicouia, 
Seattle, Portlautl or even Sau Francisco, 
The reason is that it does not pay the 
banke to issue them. Perhaps it may be 
of interest to explain this. 

Under tbe bank laws of the United 
States a bank desiring to isaue bills must 
deposit with the treasary department 
govornment bonds to protect them, and 
thereupon bills equal in value to 90 per 
cent, of the face value of the bonilB are 
iaaued. Suppose a hank lias .$100,000 
and wants to get notes for circulation, it 
muBt bay the bonds in the open market, 
and they have In recent years sold as 
high as 11-9. Suppose the price of the 
bonds is 112, the bank could get ^82,000 
in bonds for its iflOO,000, and on this 
amount of bonds it would get .$73,800 in 
notes. That is to say, the $100,000 in 
currency which the bank had in the 
first place would be replaced in its vault 
by $73,800 in National bank billB, Upon 
this note ieeue there is a tax and there 
are regular remittances to and from the 
treasury of notes, the treasury redeem- 
ing all notes presented to it and the 
bank being renuired to cover the re- 
demption. AH tbe expense Is paid by 
tbe bank and with the clerk libirONeii* 
tailed amoantB ' to' ''Buoii* "a'^T'- Btiiild" 



that some of the banks have found that 
they actually lost on their circulation ; 
this is to Bay,, although the bonds (oni.de- 
poait with thel' treasury drew interest, 
the coat of maintaining the circulation 
and the difference between the rate of 
interest obtainable for loans and that 
drawn by the bonds amounted to enough 
to oflfset the interest on tbe bonds. The 
great outcry againat the national banks 
of the TTntted States ia baaed upon their 
ricbtto isauB notea, which, as appears 
above, may not bo a valuable privilege. 

The great function of banks is to en- 
able business men to use their credit to 
advantage. Nine-tenths of the busiuesa 
of the world is done on credit. We re- 
fer now to wholesale transactions. Money 
ia only ased in retail tranaaotiona or on 
the settlement of balancea, when there 
are no credits available. If British Co- 
lumbia borrows money in London no 
one goes over and brings the money back 
with him. All that is done is an entry 
ia made on the books of the financial 
bouse negotiatiox tbe loan to tbe effect 
that so much money stands to tbe credit 
of British Columbia. Witli this credit 
tho Finance Minister can get what 
money lie wants out of the banks here. 
Whether the banks froui which he gets 
tbe money will ever get any money from 
Loudon and what amonat they will get 
depends upon a hundred ramifications 
of businesB. Let ua euppose tbe case of 
a railway receiving a bonus from the gov 
ernnient out of money borrowed in Lon^ 
don ; something of this sort might hap 
pen : The company building the rail- 
way would ptirohaEe rails in fCngland and 
would arrange to pay for them out of tlie 
aabsidy. When the money was due the 
government would issue its check to the 
company for the subsidy; the company 
would take the check to tho hank and 
buy exchange with it, which would be 
sent to the manufacturers of the rails; 
the manufacturers would place the 
amount to their credit io their own bank, 
and the bank wotUd forward the ex- 
change to London for collection, where 
it might simply be charged up against 
the province and passed to the credit of 
the remitting bank. All the money that 
would be used in the transaction would 
1)B what the manufacturer might draw 
out of his own bank to pay wages with. 
Probably nothing exactly like this would 
happen, bat the proceaa would be of this 
nature. Tbe illnatration is given to 
show how large amounts may be handled 
with little or no money changing bands. 

Exchanges of credit would be impossi- 
ble without banks, which are the out- 
growth of modern buaineaa conditions, 
the culmination of commercial progress. 
Nob many centuries ago if one sovereign 
engaged to pay a certain sum to another, 
or one feudal lord owed another, he left 
hostages with him until the amount was 
paid. Now, so wonderfully has our sys- 
tem o( financial credit developed, that if 
a man in Victoria to-day had to pay a 
sum of money in Oonatantinople to- 
morrow he could do it, and auma equal 
to the ransom of a province are trans- 
ferred by the stroke of a pen from one 
continent to another. 



A GOOD EXAMPLE. 

The Minister of Railways has been 
entertained at a banquet in St. .lohn, N. 
B, It was a non-parizan afi'air, the idea 
of the people of that city doubtleaa being 
that, when tbey are looking for minis- 
terial favors, it is a good plan to pull to- 
gether. We are sure that the people of 
tbe AVest will be glad to learn that any 
policy which Hon. Mr, Blair may adopt 
will succeed in gaining for the New 
Brunswick city that share of the trade 
of inland Canada, which baa bitbert>o 
gone to Portland, Me., provided it is not 
to coat the country too much. Speak- 
ing for British Columbia we may say 
tliat we all ho])e that ho or some other 
niciiiber of the ministry will bo able to 
deviee some way by which the trade 
that properly belongs to our cities can 
be diverted from our rivals in the 
United Statea. We bad the other day 
a so-called Liberal convention in this 
province, coiuiiosed of men wlio aio 
BuppoEed to have some iuthience with 
.Mr. Blair and his cullengiies. At the 
time that i:onvention was held everyone 
in tbe Coast cities was trying to devise 
some plan by which tbe trade of tho 
Yukon could be secured as against Se- 
attle, Tacoma and the other cities to the 
BOiilli; Imt the convention met and ad- 
journed without saying a word on tlie 
subject. J''or these pri^uious patriots it 
was Butlicient to condemn Hon. Mr. 
Turner. We venture to aay that if tho 
Liberals of New Brunswick had met in 
convention they never would have ad- 
journed without urging upon Hon. Mr. 
iilair and the ministry the immense im- 
portance of developing the commerce of 
St. .roiiij. 

Ifon. Mr. Sifton will l}e hero in a few 
days. Is it not poasible for tho people 
of this community to forget for tbe brief 
time of bis stay the miserable difiorences 
of personal politics and all get together 
and urge upon hiui, and through him 
upon the ministry, tho claims of our 
province for consideration in this re- 
spect? It is easy to say clever things 
about tho non-partizan action of tbe St. 
John people, as we obaerre some of our 
exohanges are doing, but tbe public does 
not care the toaa of a copper about ancb 
things. What the people want is prac- 
tical results, and it the way to get them 
ia by non-partizim action, that is what 
they want. We hope the opportunity 
soon to be presented to tbe people of 
Yiotoria will not be .allowed' to paea by 
unimproveij. \V^e' are not suggesting a 



banquet to Mr. Sifton ; but we do urge 
as atrenuoualy as we know how that the 
beat poasible meana that can be devised 
to ahow him bow the people feol upon 
the subject referred to should be em- 
ployed. Let us make him feel that we 
are very much in earnest. If a commu- 
nity wants anything from the Laurier or 
any other ministry it must make tbe 
weight of his mfluence felt. .It must 
preaentan undivided front. So let us 
take an example from St. John, and 
prove to Mr. Sifton that ao earnestly do 
we feel over tbia matter of the Yukon 
trade that party lines are lost sight of, 
and that we are standing shoulder to 
shoulder in an cflort to advance the 
general welfare. 



AN INSOL [^ENCY LAW. 

Tho Toronto Globe urges the enact- 
ment of an insolvency lawat tbe next ses- 
sion of parliament. Since Confederation 
two insolvency acts have been upon the 
statute book, tbe Insolvent Act of 1860 
and tbe Insolvent Act of 1875. Neither 
of these measures was perfect, and we 
are inclined to think that there was al- 
together too much machinery about the 
latter. Tho law of IStili was very simple 
and proved useful. Those who had ex- 
perience with these lawa will endorse tbe 
statement that they relieved a great 
many people, and while in some cases 
they may have been used for dishonest 
purposes, as a general thing few suffered 
by them and many persons were greatly 
benefited. 

Insolvency lawa are valuable for two 
purposes. They aid creditors to protect 
themaelvea from dishonest debtors and, 
what is often of eqnal importance, from 
eacli otlier, and they enable men, who 
through iniefortune or bad judgment 
have got themselves inextricably in 
volved in debt, to get on their feet again. 
Such laws lead to the wiping oil" from 
tbe hooka of merchants and others of a 
good many accounts, but tbe actual loss 
occasioned thereby ia more nominal 
than real ; while the relief to the unfor- 
tunate debtoia ia great. Many a good 
man ia unable to make a fresh start in 
business for the lack of some law that 
will enable him to jirotect those who 
will give him credit, from previous cred- 
itors. 

There will be difTerences of opinion as 
to the details of an insolvency law, but 
there are two principles which should 
lie at its foundation. One is, that where 
a debtor exfiibita intention of defraud- 
ing his creditors, they should have the 
right to take poaaesaion of his aaaeta for 
their own protection ; tbe other is, that 
where a creditor finds himself unable to 
meet his creditors, he should be able to 
obtain a discharge from his liabilities on 
handing over all his assets to them and 
showing that be has not been guilty of 
any fraud. So that these two points are 
covered, and tbe machinery ia not so ex- 
pensive that it will take a large eatato to 
pay the costs of winding up, as was tho 
case under tbe Act of 1875, the details 
are not material. 

Two or three weeks ago the Colonist 
careleaaly spoke of Mrs, Harriet Beecher 
Stowe as the author of " The Battle 
Hymn of tho Republic." The next 
morning a half dozen correctiona were 
received, and since then they have been 
coming in from all points of the com 
paaa. Seattle, San Francisco, Chicago 
and divers other points have been bear 
from, and yesterday Boston was added 
to the Hat. In tbe hope that we may be 
in time to prevent a deluge of letters on 
this subject from Europe, Asia, Africa 
and .South America, we will mention 
that we are aware that Julia Ward Howe 
wrote the poem in question. The cor 
reclions prove two things. One is that 
people read tbe Colonist, and the other 
that a lot of people were better posted 
than the Coi.onist on lliia jjoint. The 
funny thing about the corrections is 
that every one seems to be based on the 
supposition that the corrector is the only 
one who detected the blunder. We did 
not publish tbe correction before, he- 
ciuae it appeared as if everyone knew 
the truth about it already. There are 
likewise some correctiona which it is not 
worth wliile making. For example; A 
sjjeaker onc.u gave tlie following senti- 
ment: "Woman, without her, man 
would be a savage." Next day it ap- 
peared in print in this shape : " Woman, 
without ber man, would be a savage." 
Asked why he did not correct so absurd 
a blunder, tlio editor said ho was not 
sure about it and it was not much of a 
mistake anyhow. Harriet Haeclier 
Stowe did not write the poem referred to, 
but she might have done it.

HOK TAW UOMiUTTED. 

The Chinaman Accused of Forging Yee Gee's 
Name Sent Up for Trial at 
the Assizes. 

Tl* preliminary hearing in the Hck 

Taw forgery case closed yesterday witli 
the result that Hok Taw waa committed 
to stand hia trial. There was one little 
hit of white man's evidence given yester- 
day that was very telliug against the ac- 
cused Chinaman. This was the testi- 
mony of James Murray, a clerk iu the 
post oflice, in regard to the envelope in 
which the alleged forged letter addressed 
to How Hok was found. The address 
was How Hok, care of Sin Keo, and Mr. 
INlurray stated that Hok Taw received 
letters addressed to himself under the 
name of Sin Kee, and that the particu- 
lar envelope had been received by Hok 
Taw enclosing a registered letter. The 
prosecution take the line that this naed 
envelope was afterwards addressed to 
How Hok, the alleged forged letter placed 
in it, and the letter dropped on the wharf 
where found. 

Detective Perdue waa recalled to pro- 
duce the seal which he found in Hok 
Taw's room at the time of the arrest. 

Another witnesa was Ma Sing Mnng, 
a Chinese school teacher and secretary 
of the Chineae Benevolent Association. 
He compared a receipt which Lok Yin 
Kau, a bookkeeper, said Hok Taw had 
signed, with the name Hok Taw in the 
body of one of the alleged forged letters. 
\fter long deliberation Mung swore that 
the two names were written by the same 
hand. 

A Chinese engraver of the uame of 
Lum Hung was produced to make an 
impression of the seal and show that it 
was the difl'erence in the ink used that 
made variations in the impressions of 
the seal on the various letters. 

This wound up the prosecution's evi- 
dence, and the accused reserved his de- 
fence for the higher court. 

Hok Taw being formally committed 
for trial, Mr. Hall asked the magistrate 
to allow the accused out on bail. Mr. 
Powell, for the prosecution, did not ob- 
ject to this, but pressed for a good sub- 
stantial BUiu to be demanded aa surety, 
owing to the gravity of the ollence 
charged. 

Magistrate Macrae thereupon re- 
marked that he would prefer to leave 
the question to a Supreme court judge, 
to whom the defence were at liberty to 
apply. 

This application will be made accord- 
ingly in a day or two. 

A WELCOME INSOVATION. 

street Cars Are Being Equipped With Fen- 
ders of a New Design. 

Unless it was known, the fact of the 
new fenders on the street cars having 
been placed in service would escape the 
notice of the average observer. Instead 
of the usual unsightly " cow-catcber" 
attachment with which the name "fen- 
der " ia uaually associated, the electric 
railway company have succeeded iu ob- 
taining Bonie of a desiah which while 
giving every promise of being efi'ective, 
adds little or nothing to the externalap- 
psarance of the car. 

Perhaps not one in a score of those 
who saw car No. 14 yesterday noticed 
that it waa equipped with the new fen- 
der, for instead of projecting a disjtance 
in front of the car, it is placed under- 
neath the platform. The material used 
in the frame and attacliments is of the 
best quality of wrought iron, while tlie 
"lattice" work is of thin steel, the 
whole attachment being bound in such a 
manner as to secure almost absolute 
rigidity. 

Opinions as to the value of such life- 
saving apparatus vary considerably. 
Whether they will effectually prevent 
serious injury to anyone who has the 
misfortune to come in the way of the 
car may be doubted, !uit that the u«e of 
thoni will minimise the injuries which 
would be inllicled if tlie wtieela were not 
so protected seeuKS anii)ly clear. 

The fender is ao placed that t'") lower 
■ dire ia only three iiichea above the 
ground. It would be bettor if this die- 
lance could be reduced to an inch and a 
half, but owing to the unevenneas of the 
roads in Victoria ibis is imiwseible. 
Sufficient space must be left to allow of 
the fender clearing the high places so 
f equc n ly encountered, and although 
three inches will be sutticiently near to 
prevent a body going under the edge; 
BtiU if the roads were good, half that 
would be possible, and the improvement 
considerable. 

The total weight of the t«o feiidera 
with which eacli car ia to l)e iMjaippcd is 
about two hundred and lifly pounds, and 
great care has been taken in the manu- 
facture to aecure the maximum amount 
of reaiatance without adding an uniieces- 
aary ounce of weight. They were made 
in Edstorn Canada, aud will be attached 
to each car as it is taken into the shops 
to be equipped with new trucks.

Defence in the Cuiiimiuprs Shooting: 
Case Question the Man Who 
Was Wounded. 



The Inquiry Promises to Prove of a 
iijoiuewhat Sensational 
Character.

The cross-examination of Hallet 
Bailey, who waa shot on the 9th instant 
by Thomas Cutnmings, waa a good deal 
more sensational than was the direct 
evidence given on the first day of the 
preliminary hearing. The police court 
was crowded yesterday afternoon and 
every word of the examination was fol- 
lowed with interest. There was a slight 
dill'erence of opinion between Mr. H. 
Dallas Helmcken, Q.C., who conducted 
the crosa-ezamination, and Magistrate 
Macrae as to the relevancy of some of 
the questions asked Mr. Bailey, hut the 
Magistrate allowed Mr. Helmcken to 
pursue his own course, which was as far 
as tho queations went yesterday to show 
the relations between witness and Mra. 
Cumraingg. 

First of all Mr. Bailey, in answer to 
Mr. Ilelmckeu'a questions, atated that 
it was some time iu September, 1S9G, 
that he first met Cuinminga at Mrs. 
Leary'a in Humboldt street, when Miss 
Neary (afterwards Mra. Cumminga) was 
present. Apparently the witness and 
the accused met there more than 
once. It was in October last that 
Bailey heard of Misa Neary's marriage 
to Cumminga through an acquaintance. 
Captain Whitley. The last time Bailey 
had seen Mra. Gummings was in June 
last. 

" Where was it you spoke to her last?" 
asked Mr. 1 1 eluickon. 

The witness, after a lout; ])ause, said 
bo believed it was at Beacon Hill one 
evening between S and 'J o'clock. He 
did not know Mrs. Gummings was going 
away, and the Ihst he had heard of it 
waa from Miss Leary, wdio dropped into 
Frakine i*c Wall's to tell him iljat Mrs. 
Cummings had gone to S.m Francisco. 

" Did anyone write to you from San 
Fran. i:co about Mrs. Cummings? " was 
asked. 

After some hesitation Mr. Bailey re- 
plied, " Yef ," 
'Have yon got that letter? " 
" No, I destroyed it." 
" Who was your correspondent? " 
"I don't know. It waa in the hand- 
writing of some lady with whom I had 
no previous correspondence." 

After some further questioning it 
turned out that the letter while not 
written by Mrs. Cumminga was written 
for her by somebody else. Bailey said 
he did not know where Mrs. Cummings 
was at present, but ho believed that a 
little while ago she lived somewhere on 
Mission street, San Francisco. 

The witness had known Mrs. Cum- 
minga for five or six years and had paid 
her con'aiderable attention before she 
was married— indeed had been engaged 
to her. He had not seen much of the 
lady since her marriaee. 

" How long after her marriage did yon 
first see Mrs. Cummings?" asked Mr. 
Helmcken, and then as Mr. Bailey 
hesitated, he asked : " Perhaps you had 
rather not tell me." 

" I had rather not," replied Mr. 
Bailey. 

At this juncture Magistrate Macrae 
remarked that he had allowed the ques- 
tions already put as he was unwilling to 
place any obstacles in the way of a full 
inquiry. Still, most of the questions he 
looked upon aa irregular, aa he could not 
see what bearing events which happen- 
ed months ago could have in a prelimin- 
ary hearing of a shooting which took 
place only a few days ago. 

Mr. Helmcken submitted that lie had 
a perfect right to go into all tho circum- 
Btancea, with a view to show that they 
had a bearing on the occurrence which 
took place on the 9th inat. He knew his 
duty, and he believed the questions he 
a^ke J were quite within hia rights. 

Magistrate Macrae replied that be hid 
no idea of implying thai Mr. Helmcken 
waa ignorant of hia duty. His own 
view of the law was that it was only the 
circumstances directly connected with 
the shooting that should be inquired 
into, and not remote occurrences. Did 
.Mr. Helmcken say that what happened 
befoie the day of the shooting could be 
a( cei ted in law aa a provocation to 
Hhooi ? 

Mr. Ht'luicken answered that he was 
not ciillcd upon to show now what would 
be the lino of hia deience in another 
court, ljut, he maintained that these 
(|ueBti< us were relevant to the present 
ii;quiiy. 

Magistrate Macrae said that as he in- 
terpreted the law, the only i)rovocatioii 
that could be considered was aoinethiug 
that happened between the men before 
they bad time to cool down. At the 
same time be would allow Mr. Helmc- 
ken to go on with his questiona. 

In answer to further questions, Mr. 
Bailey said that the firat time he had 
seen Mra. Cummings after her marriage 
was when she and her buaband came 
back from their trip to the Sound, a 
couple of days after the marriage. She 
came to the store to see him. He saw 
lier again a nuniber of limes, and had 
called at her house by invitation after 
Cummings had gee sealing. He was 
probably at the house eight or nine 
times. His visits were about 9 o'clock 
in the evening, after ho got through 
business. Hia visited laated about an 
hour or an hour and a half. No one be- 
sides Mra. Cummiage lived in the bouse. 

Coming down to the day of the shoot- 
ing, witness stated that he and Cum- 
minga walked out to the back of the 
store and talked perhaps five minutes, 
the conversation being interrupted by 
cuatomera coinine in. Cummings had 
asked him about Mrs. Cummings. 

"Why did ho ask you?" inquired 
Mr. Helmcken. 

" I suppose because eome of his friends 
had seen Mrs. Cumminga and myaelf 
together and thought more than they 
ounbt."

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British Columbia to Have a New 
Liue ill the KlondyMe 
Trade. 



Two Will Arrive Jrom Englana iu 
January Witli Six Tlionsand • 
Passengers. 



The immense number of people iu all 
parts of the world wfao have set their 
minds on going to the IClondyke in the 
spring is the reaaon of the appearance of 
Mr, Heury R. Wooda, of Berwick-on- 
Tweed, in Vietorin. Mr, Wooda, wlio is 
staying at the Driard, states that the ob- 
ject of bis visit is in connection with a 
'^large steamship organization in England, 
who intend to take part iu the carrying 
trade in the North and purpose to 
make British Columbia and preferably, 
Victoria their headquarters. This line 
is a combination of the Union Steam- 
ship Co., of Southampton, and the Khaw- 
Savill Steamship (Jo., of ijondon. 

'•It has been estimated, and on what I 
consider a conservative basis," said Mr. 
Woods yesterday, " that fully 100,000 
people );?ill leave England this spring for 
the Elondyke and we are going to get n 
share in that trade. We have plenty of 
steamers, for the companies I speak of 
are strong concerns. The Union Steam- 
ship Co. have each steamers aa the Ath- 
eninii, the Cioth and the Moor, and han- 
dle a j^rent deal of tlie trade of the Cape ; 
indeed they took a lending part in tho 
tranaportatiou of i)eoi)le to the Cape 
during tiio Johannesburg gold ex- 
citement. The Bteamera are. splen- 
did vesBela of about 4,000 tona 
fitted up in nioet luxurious atyle. The 
Shaw-Savilla have such veaae'ls aa the 
Arawa and the Tinui, and in fact there 
are a large number of apleudid veasele to 
draw from, such vessels as will open the 
eyes of the people out here, for no such 
ships have ever been seen in the coast 
trade," 

By the way, Mr. Woods mentioned that 
the Arawa, which it will be remembered 
made a few trips here for the Canadian 
Australian line a few years ago, is at 
preeeot employed as a Spanish tranajjort 
to Cuba, sailing under lease under the 
Spanish flag and kuown as the Colon, 

The intention is at first to sent out two 
Bteamera. They will load at London 
and bring out as many as 3,000 to the 
boat. The first one will probably sail in 
Kovember and reach Victoria in* Janu 
ary. Which two vessels these will be 
Mr. Woods does not know. He has been 
out for a long time past looking into the 
whole matter and has only returned 
from St. Michael's, where be has spent 
a considerable time in examining into 
the trade, while another man went in 
over the passes on Lynn canal, made his 
way thence to the Klondyke and 
on to St. Michael's to look at that end 
of tlie route. It is intended to run tlie 
ocean Bteamera regularly from Victoria 
to St. Michaera, and there connect witli 
river boats to carry the freight up to 
Daweon City. Tho people who come 
out in the spring will thus be enabled to 
have their freight shipped direct to 
Dawson, and can go light over tiie trails 
if they desire to get in early. 
The company will contract to 
take all freight to Dawson City, 
and will not depend on chance to get 
it there, said Mr. Woods. They 
will only contract with river boats that 
are capable of getting up the river with- 
out niishaps, and indeed a contract is 
already arranged with one of them, the 
May Weat, built last year by Mr. P. C. 
Kichardson. She is the only really re 
liable steamer on the Yukon Mr. Woods 
saya, well built, atrongly engined and 
fast, while the majority of the Yukon 
boats are great unwieldy concerns that 
are always getting hung up on sand 
bars. 

Mr. Woods expecta to leave for San 
Francisco on Friday, and thence goes 
direct acroaa the continent and home to 
London, He is looking after the main 
arrangements here, and etatea that 
Gapt. Perry, who has had a great deal of 
experience in inaueurating new lines, is 
on his way from Eugland now to per- 
fect details, Capt. Perry is to be super 
intendent of the line. 

Mr. Wooda has Iteen out to this coaat 
a number of times in the past few years 
and Ihir) time apent quite a while iu 
Alaska. He has a wonderful opinion of 
reindeer and from hia visits to the 
United Stales' reindeer stations in Al 
aska he aivea it as his oi)inion 
that tlie Doiiiiuioii government 
would do well to introduce thia 
valuable animal to the Yukon. 
Its milk is valuable, its meat 
more palatable than beef or venison, its 
fur is light and warm, and aa a traveller 
it is a great succeea. Mr. Woods has a 
suit of reindeer hide weighing only 
seven pounds, which he wore and found 
warm enough when the thermometer 
stood 70 below zero. The reindeer, too, 
he says, can walk away easily with a 
sleigh loaded with .'iOO pounda, and c;an 
travel -10 to -i.") miles a day. Then it 
needs no food carried for it aa it bur- 
rows into the enow after the moea and 
lives on that. However, if reindeer are 
imported they need to liave the Lap- 
landera brought to take care of them, a 
thej- alone know the proper manage 
mentof these uaeful animals. 



COLONEL BAKER HOME. 

He Tells About the Mines and the Outlook 
in East Kootenay District.

This is no doubt attribut- 
able to the construction of the Crow's 
Nest Pass railway and the stimulus it 
will give to the mining and farming in- 
dustries by affording cheap transporta- 
tion and cheap fuel of good quality 
. through the opening up of the Crow's 
Nest coal fields. There lias been a good 
deal of prospecting done in East Koote- 
nay during the past season, but very 
little development work. There is a 
tendency to wait until the Crow'a Xest 
line is completed before investing capital 
in development work.

important'Q in furthering tlie smelting 
industry in that quarter, 

"Mr, Petty is developing some very 
encouraging copper and silver proapeeta 
up the St, Mary's river. There has 
been an important diacovery up Wild 
Horae creek of a very large lead showing 
copper, silver and gold. On Bull river 
there are some rich prospects of copper 
and ailver. 

"On Toby and Horse Thief creeks 
there are also some recent discoveries, 
rich in copper, silver and gold. 

" The North Star company has made a 
new diacovery of 14 feet of galena, about 
1,500 feet from the present mine, and it 
aasays aa high as $127 In eilver. There 
have also been some diecoveriea of cop- 
per and telluride of gold' near Oran- 
brook. Able mining experts who have 
visited tho diatrict this season are of 
opinion that there is no doubt about its 
mineral wealth, but development work 
must ba done before thia wealth can be 
made available in the money market, 

'East Kootenay was also bleat this 
year by an abundant harvest and it is 
aatiafactory to find that the Indiana on 
the Windermere reserve have brought a 
larL'O amount of land under cultivation,

and aa I had some railway matters to 
diacuas with him I accompanied his

Such Is the Advice Given to Canada 
by the Keturned Commis- 
sioner. 



ill'. (iiM)ige Anderson Conies Kroiii 
the Orient With Encouraifiug 
Intelliffeiiee. 



" From the iuveatigationa made by 
me in .lapan, I think a great deal of 
busiuees can be done there by Canadian 
merchants and manufacturers in many 
lines." This was the answer given last 
night by Mr. George Anderson, the gen- 
tleman appointed to tho reaponaible 
position of Canadian commisaioner, to a 
question as to tho opinion formed by 
him as a result of hie recent trip to the 
Orient. Continuing, Mr, Anderson said 
that the prospecte of trade with the 
East are very bright and promising as 
far as Canada is concerned, and in the 
report which he will present to the gov 
ernment very shortly after his arrival at 
Ottawa no gloomj' words will find a 
place. If the merchants and nianu 
facturers of Canada take advantage of 
the opportunity which is open to tliem 
in the East, buainesa will, in Mr. Ander- 
son's opinion, devolop to enormous pro- 
portions, and the provinces of British 
Columbia and Manitoba and the 
Northwest Territories will profit 
largely by the increase in trade which it 
needs but enterprise and energy to se 
cure. In fact, after having viewed the 
conditiona which es'iat, Mr. Anderson is 
firmly of the opinion that the cultivation 
of the Eaatern trade will mean more to 
Victoria and will produce more bene 
flcial results in the short space of two 
years than will be derived from the 
Klondyke boom. There is, in fact, says 
Mr. Anderson, no reason why Victoria 
should not become of as much import 
ance to tlie Dominion aa San Francieco 
is to the United States, by reason only 
of the trade done with the Orient. Mr 
Anderson doea not wieh to be considered 
optimiatic, hut he is quite confident that 
a few abort years will see the develop- 
mentof a trade between Canada and Ja' 
pan the proportions of w hich will aur 
prise the people of the Dominion. 

Mr. Anderson's reception in the cities 
which be visited was of the most cor- 
dial nature. Al Tokio, Yokohama, Osaka, 
Kobe and Kioto banquets were tendered 
him. at which speeches of a moat coni- 
pliinontary nature were given by pro- 
minent biisiaesa men, all of whom spoke 
very warmly in commendation of the 
plans suggested by Mr. Anderson for the 
increase of trade between Canada and 
Japan,

Interesting Kemlnlsceneea of a Dis- 
tinguisbed Naval 
Visitor. 



Nearly forty-five years age — on Christ- 
mas eve, 1852,— the steam, frigate Thetis, 
coal laden for EsqaimaU, ..n^val Btation, 
went ashore at Macaulay's Point in a 
howling gale, and there reposed for hours 
to the bitter cold of that awful night, a 
seventeeri-year old naval cadet sufTered 
agonies which the lapse of years can 
never efface from bis memory. Nowell 
.SalmQH, i)<7W 3!r Admiral Nowell Salmon, 
K.O.B., V.Ot, was that naval cadet, and 
now, even after nearly bait a century has 
elapsed, it is little to be wondered at 
that upon revisiting the eceno of that 
memorable experience he should feel a 
renewal of the thaukfuluesa which was 
inspired by his escape from the immin- 
ent peril of that night. How the rescue 
of the crew of the Thetia was ell'ected by 
a boat sent out by Mr. Macaulay, partly 
manned by sailors from one of the war- 
boats which bad sheltered there during 
the storm that drove the Thetis ashore, 
is now a matter of history. Admiral 
Salmon, with the modesty characteristic 
of the true hero, had little to 
say when seen by a Col- 
onist representative on board the 
Miowera, en route to the Sandwich Is- 
lands, in regard to that night's experi- 
ence, and was still more reticent as to 
the manner in which at tbe relief of 
Lucknow, serving with Sir. William 
Peel's Naval Brigade on shore, be won 
that most coveted of distinctions, the 
Victoria Cross, which was bestowed upon 
him in 1857, when he was only twenty 
two years of age. 

"It has been the subject of magazine 
articles time and again," he said, "and 
I never care to talk about it." 

As to the contrast between the condi 
tions existing at this western outpost of 
the Empire in 1852 and at the present 
time Sir Nowell waa more communica- 
tive. At that time tbe Hudson Bay fort 
was practically the only evidence of civi- 
lization, but during his residence there 
be waa a guest at the " housewarming " 
given upon the completion of Governor 
Douglas' residence,^ which was tbe lirst 
one ereeted outside of the fort. At that 
time Hon. W.J. Maedonald was a junior 
in tbe fort, as also was Hon. B. W. 
Fearse, and during Admiral Salmon's 
visit just concluded he has been renew- 
ing old acquaintance with many of those 
who were companions of his forty-five 
years ago. 

Asked whether his visit to Brit- 
ish Columbia had any business 
object, Sir Nowell said most emphati- 
cally "No." It was purely a holiday 
excursion, he having taken advantage of 
his leave to make a trip to British Co- 
lumbia, whence he goes to the Sandwich 
islands, Japan and home via the Suez 
Canal. As is well known. Admiral Sal- 
mon is Commander-in-Chief at Ports- 
mouth, and be naturally takes a deep 
Jnterest.in all questions having upon the 
possibility of international complications 
arising between Great Britain and any 
other nation. During hie stay in British 
Columbia tie haa made some investiga- 
tion into the status of the sealing indus- 
try, only, however, as a matter of per- 
sonal interest, and would seem to have 
arrived at the conclusion that the danger 
of any serious trouble arising in connec- 
tion therewith is very slight. 

The Admiral visited some of the lead- 
ing cities in the Eastern States en route, 
and expresaes himself as being surprised 
to find there an utter absence of any- 
thing which might be consitiered as hos- 
tility to Great Britain. In fact, be says 
that in writing home be has been con- 
strained to admit that the Americans he 
came in contact with were as loyal to 
the Empire as the English tbemselves. 

"But then," he added, "I met only 
thoEe whose position, education and 
culture, are calculated to render them 
beyond the indulgence of any such blus- 
tering methods as may be common with 
the ignorant Americana."

A STOKY FOR TENDERFEET. 

Which Thoughtlessly Published May Injure 
tl^e Good Name of British Columbia 

A thoughtless publication which may 
do much to injure the good name of this 
province abroad is the following story 
that has for some weeks been going the 
rounds of the Eastern press, in reference 
to the mining camp of Burton City, not 
far distant from Sandon.in the Canadian 
Kootenay. The article appeared origin- 
ally iu the Roasiand Miner of September 
22, and read thus: 

"Burton City 19 the widest, woolliest 
town in British Oolumblfl,'' »8l4 Alex. 
Smith yesterday; Mr. Smith, Weft vj'^ 
I formerly connected with the Allan house, 
is JuBt back from a mining expedition in 
I that part of the country. " "^du can get 
any sort of trouble you are looking for, and 
the denizens of that camp will go out of 
their way to accommodate you if you show 
iinv inclination to light. There are abotit 
liftv men in the place, and tliey go armed 
witb everything from conlwood to shot- 
guns. They include some prospectors from 
the neighboring hills and a good many 
laborers who were at work on the wagon 
road recently built from Burton to Mineral 
City. Everybody seems to have money and 
neai lv everybody is intoxicated all the time. 
The whiskey sold tip there seems to 
be at the root of the tiotible. Two drinks 
of it would start the mildest man that ever 
lived out on the warpath, and those Burton 
people keep soaked in it day in and day 
out, with the result that a general Iree 
light is always in progress. Why, in the 
few days that I was there 1 saw more slioot- 
ing and more gunplays than ever in my 
life before. Noliody w"as killed, but I saw 
several people laid out as the result of 
lights they were mixed tip in. There is 
just line hotel man in the place, and the 
constant racket drove him so crazv last 
week that be made an attempt to kill hitn- 
selt". There is no sort of authority there, 
and the rioting goes on unrestricted, day 
and night." 

Such a description of a British Colum- 
bia town to those who know the prov- 
ince, carries on iis face evidence of its 
unreliability. In the East, however, 
where the West is still regarded as a 
"wild and woolly'* wilderness, such 
things find readers who gather from 
them a moat erroneous conception of the 
administration of law and order in the 
West. As to the special case in point. 
Burton City is so orderly a place that 
not even the residents have as yet aug- 
geated the deairability of obtaining a 
constable there — which would be done 
the moment the necessity for a resident 
oflicer should arise. Superintendent 
Hnssey last week telegraphed to the 
government agent as to the published 
libel on the good name of Kootenay. 
Here is the conclusive and very satis- 
factory reply that has been received: 

" No foundation for report. One tight 
occurred, owing to bad whiskey; other- 
wise orderly." E.G. Fanquiek. 

THE WINDSOR PIIE. 

It Swept a District a Mile Square and De- 
prived Three Thousand Persons of 
Everything, 

WiNDSoK, N.S., Oct. 19.— The first 
organized effort towards relieving the 
sufferers of the late fife was made to- 
day, when 500 families, it waa an 
nounced, would be in need of im 
mediate assistance in the shape of cloth- 
ing, bedding, food, fuel and money. The 
total loss by the fire is now stated at 
half a million ; the insurance is .t.S52,650. 

The fire started about 3 a.m., and be- 
fore noon the town which had sheltered 
8,500 people had practically disappeared. 
It originated in a barn behind the 
Marine block, in the heart of the busi- 
ness district. The occupants of dwell- 
ings bad time to hurry on some clothing 
and to drag some household gooda into 
the streets, but there was not a place ol 
safety to which anything could be re- 
moved quickly enough to save it from 
being destroyed or damaged. The 
flames cut a clean gap from the water's 
edge on the buaineas front to the forests 
in the rear, bounded by Ferryliill on the 
south side and by Fort Edwards on the 
north. The burned district is about a 
mile square. A severe lightning atorm 
passed over the town before the flames 
burst forth, and some think the barn in 
which the fire etarted may have been 
struck by lightning, but many strongly 
suspect that the conflagration originated 
through the carelessness of some drunk- 
en men. 

Relief measurea were (juickly started 
in Halifax at an early liciir and yester- 
day afternoon a train load ot provisions, 
tents, blanUetu, etc., arrived Iroiu there. 
Aboard the train were Cieneral Mont- 
gomery Moore, Governor Daly, Mayor 
Stephen and 100 men of the Royal En- 
gineers, who were bronclit to attend to 
the erection of tents and aid in the re- 
lief work. 

No Nova Scotia town has ever been 
visited bv a conflagration of such dimen- 
eions. Of tbe 3,500 people that iiihabit- 
ated the place, over ll.OOO have been 
taken by the residents of the aurround- 
ing country and neighboring towns, 
while the remainder of the sulferers have 
gone to Halifax or are sheltered in tents 
erected in vacant lots.

Nine years ago two men named Gid. 
Hathaway and John Robinson started 
out from Germanaen Greek in the 
Omineca district to prospect the Nation 
lake'and river. The following year their 
skeletons were found side by side, tbe 
men having evidently been on their way 
back to Germansen when death over- 
took them. Heavy shot gold was found 
amongst the few efl'ects which were in 
tlie camp, and it waa subsequently 
learned that at FortMcI^Md the men 
had paid coarse gold in exchange for 
supplies. Where they found the dig- 
gings from which they secured the gold 
has not until now been known, but the 
news brought down from that country by 
Captain Black throws some light upon 
what has hitherto been a mystery. 

In addition to tbe two men mentioned 
other lives have been lost in the attempt 
to locate the ground from which the gold 
was taken, but particulars are difficult 
to obtain. 

It has long been known that creeks 
coming into the Nation lake from the 
southeast were auriferous. The country 
being extremely rough, it was always 
found extremely difficult getting in and 
out, many having tried but giving it up, 
Mr. Van Kaytin in particular having 
spent aeveral thousaBd dollars in sending 
parties out to locate one of theae. creeka, 
which was supposed to be rich. While 
in v/inter quartera last year, J. J. May, 
J. Lyons, Wm. Kaynton, Hugh Grant 
and ' Ezra Evans, all old-timers, 
decided that if Captain Black 
would join them they would give one 
more trial, to locate and prospect this 
creek. So upon his arrival last spring 
at Manaon they spoke to him on the sub- 
ject and he agreed to be one. Finally 
several of his men joined in, and there 
are now twelve interested. An expedi- 
tion was sent in headed by a klootch- 
man who had been there several years 
before. The second day out she lost her 
bearings. However, Hugh Grant, who 
was really the head of the party, with 
whut information he could gather from 
the klootcbmau managed, after a very 
hard trip, to find the creek. He found 
tools and the remains of Hathaway and 
Robinson's work. (Grant was accom- 
panied by three Indians and a klootch- 
man.) They prospected the ground and 
found proapects sutiiciently rich to in- 
duce them to stake off claims for all 
those interested. Samples of gold 
brought back are the purest Captain 
Black has seen in British Columbia. 

After Grant's return, from notes he 
made and from inciuiries made from 
Sicheueo Indians, who are the natives of 
Omineca — these Indians are truthful 
and honest — they have no homes or vil- 
lages, neither horses nor canoes, and 
are purely hunters and trappere, never 
living under a roof — tbe conclusion was 
arrived at that an easy trail could be 
made into the creek ; and Grant and 
Goodall, both having spent last winter 
on Manaon creek, decided to spend thia 
winter on the new creek (which it waa 
decided to name in honor of Hathaway 
and Robinson, who lost their lives there). 
Grant estimates that bo can make from 
$3 to $t) per day rocking. They pro- 
cared tools and supplies enough to do 
them until next July ; tliey cut a trail 
from where Captain Black supposed it 
could be made, and they have taken 
horses in from Stuart's lake with their 
supplies. They are well provided for, 
and Grant, being an old-timer, by next 
summer will be able to know more about 
this creek. The last trip ia wholly at 
the expense of Grant and Goodall them- 
selves, as they are satisfied they will 
make good winter's wages. 

When the news spread of the discov- 
ery, word was sent to all the procpectors 
in the district — who could be reached — 
and an old time rush ensued, reminding 
the old timers of tbe Cassiar rush on a 
small scale. A number of claims have 
been staked and recorded since. All 
came back with samples and seem well 
satisfied with their pro8i)ecte, and are 
going back in the spring. 

Col. Weatherly, who came from Cuba 
last spring, where he waa in command of 
insurgent troops, took the first horses 
down Manson creek, crossed a rising 
river, and penetrated into tbe Rocky 
mountains, and saya he has found very 
promising quartz ledges and is going 
back in the spring. He had tbe usual 
luck of prospectors — running short of 
provisions — and having to return. 

A party of Barkerville. mining men 
have located ground on Manson creek, 
adjoining the American Conaoiidated 
ground, and intend commencing mining 
operations in the spring. 

A ntimber of Chinamen worked with 
rockers below Discovery Bar on Manson 
Creek, on a high bench, and admitted 
they were making from $1 to $1 ])or day. 

A little below them another China- 
men, Ah Lamm, uncovered a piece of 
very good ground, about 10 feet above 
bed rock, while with little water he was 
shovelling from half to three ijuarters ol 
an ounce a day to the man. He is now 
putting in a ditcli. 

On Germansen 21 Chinamen work in 
the creek in front of the Gold Hill 
chain, for about two months, and said 
they did not make very much, but all 
are going back to work there in the 
spring.
